Thcco Items wore reviewed and tho empty 
leather caso was found to be a ease for a email pair 
of binoculars and could not have been used for cither 
of Oswald's cameras. It in noted that both of the 
cameras aro presently in cates. Tho flash attachment 
was found to contain a camora connection that is 
different from that used on Oswald's camoraa and, 
the re f oi e , it co^l.d not be ur od without some intermediate 
adapter. A Lllnpx camera, which has Juet boon roceivod 
from Dalian mu) is reported to bo tho property of 
Brs. Ruth Puino 'fl husband, wen also chocLod and found 
^o/havo oo flash connector ior use with a flash adapter,
